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PETITION UNDER 37 C.F.R. 1.47 TO ACCEPT A NATIONAL APPLICATION 
WITHOUT THE PARTICIPATION OF ONE OF THE INVENTORS 

Applicants respectfully petition the Commissioner under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47 to accept the 
present patent application for examination without the participation of Sirpa M. Liukkonen, one 
of the inventors. A Declaration signed by four of the five inventors has been submitted. 
However, Ms. Liukkonen has refused to sign the declaration despite repeated requests to do so. 
This Petition is deemed necessary to prevent the application from becoming abandoned. An 
explanation of the events surrounding the requests made to Ms. Liukkonen, a statement of the 
facts as provided by Kelly Luostarinen, and documentary evidence supporting the facts are 
provided herewith.

Relevant Background 

The present U.S. application is based on PCT application PCT/FI03/000807, having a 
filing date of October 31, 2003. The U.S. application was submitted as a national phase 
application under 35 U.S.C. § 371 on April 26, 2005. A Notification of Missing Requirements 
under 35 U.S.C. § 371 was issued by the USPTO on December 1, 2005. In reply to the 
Notification, Applicants submitted a Declaration on January 9, 2006 signed by inventors Kimmo 
K. Ikonen, Pekka T. Lehti, Ulla-Maija Uusitalo, and Pekka O. Jarvinen but without the signature 
of Ms. Liukkonen (a copy of the Declaration is attached hereto). Please note that the Declaration 
was signed on behalf of Ms. Liukkonen by Jukka Riivari, the CEO of Meridea Financial 
Software OY. A Notification of Defective Response was issued on March 7, 2006, identifying 
the Declaration as non-compliant because it was not executed by Ms. Liukkonen. 

Meridea Financial Software OY ("Meridea") is the assignee of the PCT application. 

Meridea has made repeated attempts in 2005 through April, 2006, to obtain Ms. 
Liukkonen's signature on the declaration, to no avail. As part of those efforts, Kelly 
Luostarinen, a Meridea employee who was responsible for managing the present U.S. 
application, has tried multiple times to contact Ms. Liukkonen since at least August, 2005, by 
phone, mail, email and through co-worker contacts, requesting that Ms. Liukkonen sign the 
declaration for the present U.S. application. Ms. Liukkonen has not responded to any of those 
requests. In addition, prior to August, 2005, Tiuja Saarimaa of Meridea also asked Ms. 
Liukkonen for her signature, again without any response. 

Attached hereto is an April 21, 2006 document labeled "Proof of Unavailability of 
Inventor" which provides a statement of the facts by Kelly Luostarinen. The statement describes 
the diligent effort made by Kelly Luostarinen and Meridea to reach Ms. Liukkonen and obtain 
her signature on the declaration for the present U.S. application. 

Also attached as one example of the many attempts to reach Ms. Liukkonen is a 
September 22, 2005 letter from Kelly Luostarinen to Ms. Liukkonen , enclosing the US patent 
application and requesting her signature. Other examples of attempts to reach Ms. Liukkonen 
are attached and include an October ("lokakuu") 27, 2005 email and an April ("huhtikuu") 18,

Filed in Conjunction with Response to Notification of Defective Responsedated March 7, 2006 

2006 email from Kelly Luostarinen to Ms. Liukkonen, referring to the patent application 
previously enclosed and again requesting her signature. These communications provide 
documentary evidence of Meridea's diligent attempts to obtain Ms. Liukkonen's signature on the 
declaration for the present U.S. application. 

Despite diligent effort and repeated requests, Meridea has been unable to obtain Ms 
Liukkonen's signature on the declaration. It is evident that in failing to respond to Meridea's 
requests, Ms Liukkonen is refusing to sign the declaration. Ms Liukkonen's refusal to join the 
present U.S. application has left it upon the other inventors to apply for the U.S. application on 
Ms. Liukkonen's behalf. 

Relief Requested 

To avoid abandonment and to satisfy the application filing requirements under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 371, Applicants petition and request that the Declaration submitted January 9, 2006 without 
the signature of Ms. Liukkonen be accepted as fulfilling the requirements under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 371, and that the current application be made by inventors Kimmo K. Ikonen, Pekka T, Lehti, 
Ulla-Maija Uusitalo, and Pekka O. Jarvinen on behalf of themselves and Ms. Liukkonen, the 
non-signing inventor.
